forces ill the Ohio senate forcocl each o'.lior 
Mondaj- aftornoon, clinched, indulged in 
nuinerou? bouts in which neither sido was 
successful In gaining a throw, and tlion 
ncljoui-nod to renew tho contest another i!ny. 
The Ropublican senators, whose session 
comrnouced at 10 o'clock a, m., did nothing 
beyond approving the journal of Saturday. 
During tho afternoon they went out in 
squads to dinner, but Lieutenant Governor 
Kennedy fearful ot a coup d'etat pre- 
ferred to keep his seat and solaced himself 
with an humble lunch of crackers imd 
cbecso and so tho hours passed. 


Threo o'clock camo, and with it tho first 


signs 0" public interest. Crowds of men and 
women bogan to flock into the chamber 
until every available foot of ground outside 
oC tbo charmed circle was occupied, while 
out in tho lobby hundreds strugglix! in a 
vain attempt to gain admittance to tbo 
overcrowded cbambor. At :i:47, cheering 
nnd clapping of hands 
on tlio outsiito 


heralded tho approach ot t.ho Democratic 
senators, who ill single- file, with slow mili- 
tary tread nnd amid renewed manifestations 
of enthusiasm from tho insiders, entered the 
chamber nnd took their SL'ats. 
Tho roll wa3 


called and every member responded. 


The presiding ofllcor announced that the 


order of tho day was tho contest of the seats 
of tho Hamilton county delegation, but; ho 
had scarcely concluded, when Cable, Demo- 
crat, was on his feet witb. a motion that all 
further proceedings under tho call bo dis- 
pensed with. 
Conrad. Republican, antag- 


onized this with tho point of order that tho 
call had exhausted itself, and thc-n the music 
.began. 
Both sides put foiward thoir best 


' speakers, and citations of precedents P.ow 


thick and faut 
Fassott enlivened the pro- 


ceedings by calling attention in stontoriau 
tones to tbe fact that Allen 0. Myers was 
"interfering with the members,'' and shouts 
of ironical applause greeted the president's 
announcement that tho sergeant-at-arma 
would see that tho momberB were protoctod. 


Finally, when tho oratory hud exhausted 


itself, the point of order was decided well 
taken. 
An appeal was moved and vocifer- 


ously seconded, but tho chair, after a pro- 
longed consultation with Speaker Eutivliou 
and ex-Spoakor Hodge, who sat on cither 
side of tho chair, and posted Inm throughout 
tho session, decided that no appeal could 
be made. This decision was again made the 
basis for an*appeal. Matters wore drifting 
into a condition of hopeless confusion wlum 
Senator Sullivan, Democrat, threw oil on 
tho troubled waters by explaining that hin j 
side was contending for an established 
precedent rather than seeking a mode of 
obstruction. 
Thereupon the chair with- 


drew his rulhl?;, and the resolution to dis- 
pense, etc., was carried. 
In ordering tho 


roll-call the 
president tnstructcd Clerk 


Vallandigham to omit tho senators trom 
Hamilton county,, but the only i-aspon.se of 
that official was to call tho names in ques- 
tion with an extra ring o£ his sonorous 
voice. 


A second tiino tho chair announced the 


order of the da}'. Again this was an- 
tagonized by Cable, who called for tbo 
reading o£ tho journal 
After ft lieuted 


discussion the chair announced that tlio 
senate had been in session since 10 o'clock 
a. m. and that tho journal had al- 
ready boon disposed of. 
An appeal was 


taken, and the clerk again iustructod to 
omit tho Hamilton county delegation from 
tho call 
Ho, however, pursued his former 


policy and his record showed that the appeal 
bad been sustained by a vote of 20 to IT, 
Tho sheet was handed to tbe chair, who 
after erasing tho votes of tho Hamilton 
county delegation announced that tho appeal 
had been lost by 17 to IB. 


Instantly there was a howl of displeasure 


from spectators and Democratic senators, 
and a dozen of tho latter jumping to their 
feet protested that tho cleric made the record 
and that the simple duty ol" tho chair was 
to^onnouTice that officials figures. In tho 
midst of. tho tumult Senator Pavoy, Repub- 
lican, made a. few romarks which were 
almost inaudible, upon tho order of tho day, 
and sent to tho clerk's do.5k a voluminous 
roll or manuscript containing provisions for 
the trial of tho contested cases. 


Before Pavey had 
resumed his seat, 


Senator Cable roao to a question of hi^h 
privilege and Pavey yielded tho lloor. 
Cable's question was sent to the clerk to 
read, but tho chair ruled that Pavoy's piii>er 
was first in order. Tho Democrats con- 
tended tbut by yielding tho lloor Pavey had 


•mporaril}' withdrawn his paper, but tho 


chair held otherwise. Bedlam ensued. Re- 
sponding to loud requests, Clerk Valluiidip;- 
bam, in his loudest tones, commenced to 
read the question ot privilege. In still 
louder tones, tho chair demanded tbat ho 
should consy, at tho same ticia pounding his 
desk until it was in imminent danger of be- 
ing shivered to atoms. For several min- 
utes both struggled for mastery, but the 
cleric finally gave way. 


Amid an indescribable din countless ai>- 


peals were taken and declared out of order, 
white Senator Pavey still further compli- 
cated tho situation by asserting that he had 
never yielded tho lloor. 
This, in view of 


tho fact that tho president had recognized a 
dozen speakers after Pavoy had taken his 
seat was greeted with shouts and ironical 
applause loud and long continued 
Once 


more tho clerk made an effort to road tho 
question of privilege, and again the presi- 
dent's voice and mallet wore brought into 
Play- 


Finally, at 5:15 a half dozen Democrats 


in unison moved an adjournment until 
Wednesday at 4 p. m. Tho chair hold that 
tho motion was not in order, but. thu clerk 
proceeded to call Iho roll, the thair mean- 
while everting his lungs to their fullest ca-

Hoar, for tho Judiciary committee, reported 
a bill for tho collection by the government 
of the sums due it by tho Faci2c railroads. 
This bill provided for tho paymont by the 
railroads of their indebtedness ia twenty 
semi-annual installments of like amount 
Senator Wilson, of lon-a, offered an amend- 
ment providing an 
appropriation of a 


sufficient amount, to be held subject to tho 
president's discretion, Tvith authority con- 
ferred on tho president In case tbo first- 
mortgago bondholders made any effort to 
foreclose, to socuro tho covernment's in- 
terest by redeeming tlio first-mortgage bonds 
and taking tho roads, tho attorney general 
boing instructed to take tho necessary stops 
to havo tho government subrogatcd to the 
rights of tho bondholders. 


Sonator Wilson in confident that tho rail- 


road managers of tho country would bo 
afraid to lei tho government own and oper- 
ate a great trunk lino, lost Its ratwi should 
control theirs, and that they would for that 
reason take good caro that tho first mort- 
ffafto bondholders should 
never, if 
his 


amendment became a law, attempt to 
froozo out tho govorr.mor.C by foreclosing ; 
thoir mortgage. But if thoy did allow such a 
course to bo taken, 'hia amendment would 
save the government from boing fro/.en out 
( 


by enabling the president to redeem tho j 
llrst mortgugo bonds and take tho rond, and j 
tho govonimeilt would then ba in u position 
to solvo tho whole railroad problem of this 
country, bocauso if it controlled tho great 
transcontinental lino with its connections 
and ramifications Its policy would regulate 
rates of all other linos uudar tho operation 
of the general laws of trade. 


Tho bill providos that tho Union Pacific 


and the Central Pacific, the central branch 
of the Union Pacific, and tho Sioux City 
ii Pacific be authorized to mal;o, issue, and 
dolivor to tbo secretary of tho treasury each 
ICO bonds of redemption, each bearing date 
of tho 1st day of October, 18SO, ono of which 
bonds shall mature on tho 1st oJ April, 1S67, 
and ono thereafter at tho expiration of 
oach successive period of six. months from 
that dato, and that aaeh of such bonds shall 
bo for the samo sum, which sum shall bo 
ascertained by adding to the balance of said 
indebtedness, computed and ascertained as 
provided in section 1 of tho bill, interest at 
tho rate of 3 par cent, per annum from tho 
said 1st day of October to the average dato 
of maturity of said bonds, and dividing such 
aggregate amount by 100.

A bill received from tho house 


requiring to bo laid over on account of 
misspelled words Van Wyck remarked that 
«ach misspelling was too frequent, but tho 
only remedy was In an enlightened public 
opinion. Morgan mttdo a speech ou tho 
olectorial count bill in fuvor of tho original 
proposition, and opposing Sherman's amend- 
ment, 
An executive session was held, after 


which the Senate adjourned. 


Announcement was made in tho house of 


the death of Congressman Ronkin. Bragg, 
Van Schaick, Stevenson, Guenthor, Carle- 
ton, Henderson and Johnson appointed a 
committee to escort the remains to Wiscon- 
sin, and tho houso adjournod out of respect 
to the memory of tbo deceased member. 


Crltlolilnc thoHoumi Autliogrupliy. 
WASHINGTON CITY, Jan. 20.— During tho 


senitto session Monday a joint resolution 
from tho houso appropriating money for tho 
relief of tho northern Choyonue Indians was 
taken up. Uponesaminationand discussicm 
the spelling of somo words in tho bill was 
t'ound to bo wrong. Dawes said the miss- 
spulling was such as to render tho intent of 
congress doubtful aud tho matter went over 
so as to permit of correction. Ingalls se- 
verely animadverted upon the "ignorance or 
carelessness" of tho engrossing clerks of '•an- 
other body" from which many bills thut 
came before tho senate emanated.

and admiration, we also spontaneously accord

I would not venture to call the roll and 
sing the praises of all our worthies: rather would 
I pledge you the memory of three poets of the 
people, Wilii/.m Cullen Bryant, John Ureenleaf 
Wlnttier and Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 
That the iirst, like Bums, '.Ivcil close to na- 
ture's heart, who can doubt, that is familiar 
with "Tluimitopsis1."' 'Its author truly must 
have been one o! those "Who In the love ot na- 
ture held communion with her visible forms, for 
Ills gayer houis, assuredly, she had a voice of 
gladness, and a smile and" eloquence of beauty, 
that slie glided into hi.s darker musings with a 
kind uud gentle sympathy that stole away their 
sharpness ere he was aware" let u.s hope.

"The austere virtues strong to save, 
Thehonor proof 'gainst place and gold, 
The manhood never bought nor sold." 


That tin; thinl, like Burns, found Inspiration 


in the hills and vales, ihe plains and thestreuuis 
of his native land, us well as in tlie stories of 
the simple children of the forest, bear witness 
yon who've read the legends and traditions put 
nto "the lips ol Nawadalta, the musician, tlie 
,\ieet 
singer."

could immortalize In verse the subtlest pns-

HlH birth was humble, within tho four walls ot 


an auk] clay biggin. No lino of illustrious an- 
cestry preceded him: no regal splendor gave it 
lustre. 3ut what was this to a man llku Burns1.' 
Nature, in Rtving;him tho poet's wreath, had 
crowned him with a ilindera more rudient than 
ever pi-need the brow of royalty. 
It was another proud itay for Scotland when 


he Issued his Iirst collection of poems from the 
JCIlnuirnock press. v\'hat u collection of poetry 
was that: There was "Holy Willie's Prayer;" 
there also was "The.Ordinatlon" and the "Holy 
Fair. "Here let me say that the soul of Bill-US yeai-n- 
with fraternal feeling: his sympathies flowed out 
at every breathlngoujcct; he had even a touch 
of pity for the dell.

Poets of all ages have sung the praises ot wo- 


man. Foremost amougthese is Kobert Burns. 
\Ve seo htm ou tho banks of Ayr parting with 
his Utehland Mary: alas! never more to nieat her 
aKiiin iu this world. But even death was not 
able to obliterate the recollection of his attach- 
ment, Ior years nfterwartl he wrote these touch- 
Ing Hues: 


"When mouldering now In silent (lust. 
That heart that loved me dearly: 
But still within my bosom's core 
Shall live my Highland Mary," 


These wovcls show the depth of love that ani- 
mated the poet's heart. If ever one knew the 
true nature of woman, 'twas Bums. His poems 
and songs are full of endearing sentiments to- 
ward her. und to those who never felt, her sweet 
influence, he addresses thus: 


"For you sue douse ye sneer at this 
Vere nought but. senseless asses, 0.- 
The wisest man the warl e'er saw 
He dearly loved the lasses, o." 


Let us look now for a moment at. his own 


household, under the care and maiiagenient ol 
bonnie Jean Armour, We lind in her the affec- 
tionate and prudent wife, and the dutiful, pious 
mother. 
She reared her family under dilllculties 


of no ordinary character. When her noble hus- 
band was about pns,slng from the scenes o! tht 
earth, there was the pni-tnei: of his existence day 
aud night, ^nstalnlng aud comforting him, when 
all the world seemed cold nnd Indifferent to his 
fate, und when the grave closed over his mortal 
part, amidst poverty and tvlal she proceeded to 
provide for and educate a large fauuly, and Ihe 
best evidence of her cinalities us a mother, is the 
high and honorable poslli'in that the sons of 
Burns did occupy. 
Now coming to thi* side of the Atlantic, we 


look with veneration upon the mother ot Wash- 
ington, whoembtled his youth with a love ot 
truth that made him the man amongst tho 
(jreat men of his day, arid has given him an un- 
dying memory in the hearts of his countrymen.
